The'ancient scripture, or the compila- 
tion which appears in connection with 
the Christian Hible affords very little 


concerning the future life, for the dead 
are referred to as being so utterly déad, 


tation of.the dead: those who have 
passed from mortal sight are spoken of 
as not knowing anything, that it would 
seem at a casual glance from the inter- 
retation oifered you that there wag no 
lief in a future state at all. It would 
seem that angels appeared among men 
asmen, in their talk of a future life, 
and salvation, and of the soul in .its 
highest estate, and those who were 
inspired always referred in such a. way 
to the future state as though it were 
certainly a thing that was unders‘ood. 
So we have arrived at this conclusion: 
That the Rabbinical Jewish Bible differs 
essentially from the Christian interpre- 
tating, that the teachings of the Jews 
have been translated by Christian au- 
thorities and compilers rather with the 
view of offering whut they supposed to 
be a prophecy concerning Christ than to 
correctly interpret the views of the He-

The second 
class:understood but dimly those myste- 
rious things, and accepted salvation and 
everlasting life more as a physical fact 
than a spiritual thought, and this phys- 
iéal fact became more and more mate- 
rial— was transferred more from heaven 
to earth. The majority of the people 


believed that the dead were dead; that: 


the wicked would never rise again, but 
continue to' be dead, while the good 
would be resurrected and inherit the 
physical earth, since’ their idea -of the 
New Jerusalem and of the-kingdom 


which was to be theirs -was- purely |P 


hysical. Such is our interpretation of 
he three lines of history that are found 
in the Jewish record; that which is 


- prophecy and inspired is spiritual; and 


that reaches far forward into Christian- 
ity. a 

But there certainly can be no doubt, 
when one turns to the pages that give 
the history of Jesus, as to what kind of 
heaven or future state awaits mankind: 
all the teaching therein contained; 


which is very little in pointof language, ' 


but very much in meaning, refers dis- 
tinctly to & spiritual state, refers dis- 
tinctly to a kingdom that is notof earth. 
He refers to the "Fathers house" or 
the mansions in heaven as being a, spir- 
itual, not a material condition: but the 
Jews who heard Him did not-under- 
stand Him, did not know whom he 
meant by the word ''Father," did not 
understand to what He referred when 
"He spoke. of His "kingdom"—supposed 
that His “Father” and His “kingdom” 
were physical facts, which would be 
demonstrated to them by the arrival in 
gonie grand or wonderful manner of this 
King or Father. Such was the tenacity 
with which the Jaws clung to material, 
life, Christ being their king, that when 
the death-blow came, when the fact 
really appeared that He had physically 


. pore ed as other men do, it was Blso-& 


aath-blow to their spiritual faith; no 


of the city of the dead. Across the 
river from where PEYDUS splendid cities. 


arose, these dwelt in absolute isolation, . 


never coming in contact with the daily 
lives of their kind, having for compan: 
ionship only the thoughts of the dead. 

But a still more subtile idea pervaded 
the minds of the Egyptians and Arabi- 
ans: That farin the desert where no 
man had penetrated was the dwelling- 
place of the dead. For 
Africa, afterward in Egypt, it was cus- 
tomury to Lear their dead far out into 
the desert, where the elements would 
destroy the bodies, where birds of the 
air und wild beasts would feast upon 
them; where nanght would be near 
any human habitation of aught that re- 
mained of the dead forms. It was even 
thought that souls imprisoned for sin 
and selfishness were wandering in those 
distant wastes; thut the arid desert held 
the wandering wraiths of those who had 
been wicked upon earth: and syah-soypls 
as had been faithful and frie pasSed 
through the shadows and by the hand of 
Horus into the upper heavens, and were 
admitted into the kingdom of celestial 
light. 

Still another theory prevails in the 
Orient among the worshipers of Or- 
muzd and Ahremines. Ormuzd, the god 
of light; Ahremines,the god of darkness 
or shadow. The former was the sun, 
not the literal sun, but the sun of splen- 
dor, dwelling in the . upper heaven, 
Ahremines was the winter, the night. 
the Satan of mythology, not endowed 
with such revengeful fury as the Satan 
of Christendom, but whatever shadows 
were upon the earth when winter or 
darkness came Ahremines prevailed. 
Ile also was the god of death, and into 
his kingdom, which was the lower 
world or world of shadows, passed 
the souls of those whose odies 
were dead: there they either passed fo 
Ormuzd in his temple of light, or 
through other forms of rejncarnation 
wrought out their destinies on earth to 
win the kingdom of Orinuzd,

Among the Jews it is undoubtedly 
true that some portion of these Oriental 
j teachings pftevailed. They believed 
that’ the’ dead only occupied a spirit 
State, an intermediate state, for a cer- 
tain length of time and then were in- 
carnated again upon earth. But there 
[also was another theóry among the 
Jews: That is, the dead were sleeping, 
and that they would-reappear ag possess- 
ors of the earth, or they would slumber 
forever. 

Christianity,on the other hand, makes 
a distinct digression, almost in the op- 
asite direction. and the teaching, com- 
Ang as it did, in the midst of that kind. 
rof materialism that prevailed in Judea, 
is as much a stamp of its genuineness as 
any Pree! that could be revealed. Ev- 
erything taught in the Christian Bible 
is spiritual; that which is taught in the 
Jewish Bible is literal. Everything 
taught by Christ concerning man as a 
spirit is so distinct that he makes & 
man's desire to do wrong as sinful as the 
wrong-doing. itself} He makes the 
thought of anger as palpable a murder 
as the slaying by the hand; He makes 
the. thought of robbing one’s neighbor 
as real as the act itself; so that there 
was an entire transference of the sinful- 
ness of man from the mere violation of 
the law to a lack of spiritual perception. 
| So also was there a change with refer- 
ence to the dead. This is why it isso 
impossible to gather’ from that which 
was eqmparatively. a Jewish record, or 
i rather Jewish tradition, (which is, after 
all, history,;) exact data concerning thé 
birth, life and death of Christ, for they 
did ot arpat Him to. die physically at 
all, and if He did die physically they ex- 
pected.

Spiritualism has swept into the world 
to save mankind from the thought of an- 
nihilation and the night-time of 'l'heolo-

future life. But Spiritualism has found 
mankind just as theology: left it; has 
found mankind in theology; and whén 
a spirit has come knocking: at the doors 
of your. hearts by sometimes making 
signs and sounds and tokens in your 
dwellings, it has beer with various con- 
Bicting emotions thgt people have re- 
ceived the message. Sometimes they 
have thonght of it as people returning 
from the grave. You would hear in the 
first years of Spiritualism the phrase- 
ology of “calling up the spirits." as 
though they were called: up literally 
from their slumbering- bodies; you would: 
hear the thought of-spimts as in a world 
beneath, as though they thought the 
dead came up out of their graves.. No 
one believed them dead nor any- 
thing of the kind; no one believed 

| that people called up spirits, in point of 


came from what you would call above 
instead of below (unless they came from 
Hades,and none thought their friends 
came from that place), yet into the the- 
oloby whieh formed the individual state 
of each mind tbe messenger from the 
Spirit- world had to enter; the Calvinist, 
Baptist, Presbyterian, Methodist, Epis- 
copalian and Roman Catholic each 
; had to be approached according tó their 
state: and the great surprise of those 
{expecting only to meet their friends at 
the resurrection can well be understood. 

But now that these barriers are bro- 
ken away; now that Methodism, Pres- 
byterianism, Episcopaliauism and even 
Romun.

India; you know 
where the Alps and Andes are: you 
know.the course of the rivers, whether 
they ara as long as the Mississippi or as 
wide as the wondrous Amazon. You 
have nothing of this kind of the heaven, 
the celestial charts of the clairvoyants 
do not suffice to fix and fasten the spir- 
ual geography in the human mind. — ^ 

There is no spiritual geography: there 
is no epiritoal geology: there is uo 
spiritual chemistry; there is no astrono- 
my, all these things are material, they 
are known in’ spirit-life to have their 
uses in time and sense; they are great 
and fill the measure“of human knowl- 
edge while here.

rmament om. sky, “which “is a ‘vast: 
‘plate; and: supports à great. ocean like 
that upon which the earth rests, Rain 
‘is-‘eaused. by the‘opening of little win- 
dows or trap-doors ir .the-firmament, 
| throught which pours tlie- water of this 
‘upper ocean. Upon this water rests 
heaven.” To this sketch of Mr, John 
Fiske I add the remark. of Mr, Savage, 
who-says of this ancient universe that 
it was ‘not go large as to-day: we 
know the orbit of the moon to be. 
«For when the angels are cast out of 
lieaven.it takes them ‘only nine days 
and nights to fall clear to:the bottom 
of everything.

At present ‘no buffalos 
roam the prairies west of the Mississippi 
and no Indians catch &sh iu the Chicago 
river. 

“Even if the thing related were nat- 
urally impossible, i$ is no more impos- 
sible than the filling of 5,000 human 
stomachs wtth fiveloaves and three small 
fishes- a mirüáele wronght by our Lord, 
at which rationalistic commentators are 
not so much accustomed to make merry.

H 
Mediums are. much to. blame for 
‘this, as a great majority of them are 
undeveloped; they are not aware of 
the source through which they receive 
their communications; they claim it as 
a gift from God, under whose super- 
vision all messages are given; whereas 
the so-called Devil is more likely to 
have a hand in it than God. n 
All spirits, when passing from the. 
body and ‘are aware of the separation, 
pass to that-class of ‘spirits to cor- 
respond with the moral. end intel- 
lectual standing that the spirit en- 
joyed while a mortal. All dangetous 
characters; the depraved—in fact, all 
that are morally and intellectually de- 
ficient while on this. plane, and even 
the highly-intelligent class, that are of 
a carnal and passionate nature, in 
passing into the: Spirit-world, will be 
held by the magnetism .of the earth 
the same as when in the mortal body, 
and consequently are always around. 
or with us. They will visit all’ their 
former resorts and associates, and 
when they have learned the laws of 
nature which can be readily done, 


°| concerning control and influence, are 


eyen worse than when in the mortal, 
as they are invisible to the mortal eye.

That it will con- 
tinus to thus advance is as certain as 
that revolutions never go backward, 
or that progress is eternal.

d ated out of our primers into more 


complex studies, so the world has 
come up.very slowly from the lowest 
possible condition to where it is now. 
Tt will continue- to advance; ‘Excel- 
gior” is and ever will be its motto.

Jesus’ 
quotations from the old, in his noted 
sermon on the mount, is followed 
either by an improvement, or a ‘But 
I say unto you." Jesus saw. deeper 
than the external commandments; but: 
the grander and higher ideas were 
only beginning to be born in’ Jesus’ 
day. To-day. the better. religion is 
discovering a deeper morality and 
grander laws underlying it. A few 
are beginning to understand what 
Jesus meant when he said: “Of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh,” and we are beginning to 
look for a something that will regu- 
late one’s thinking as well as their

Nearly every mother thinks hergelf 
fully capable of bringing up her own 
children without any. interference .: 
whatever, * But it is the responsibility 
of mothers we are dealing with; At . 
what period does it begin? LEAS 

Isit safe to gay thata mother is 
nat responsible until a child is of the 
age that it can be reasoned with—say 
two, three or five years-old, as it may 
be? I answer most emphatically, No, 
Her.. responsibiilty is dated back to 
the very beginning of the existence of 
her offspring: - 

As has been said, much as parents . 
may desire it, they cannot, bring up . 
their children packed in cotton-wool, 
safely stowed away in bandboxes, 
Jabeled; This side up.” 

Whether it is pleasant for us to own 
it or not, we lave to face the diff. , 
culty, that our little ones have natures 
like ourselves, and it depends toa 
great extent upon the home training. 
in -their early, tender years which: 


‘shall be uppermost, that which is evil 


and corrupt, or that which is pure 
and noble. , 

First, we should be truthful with 
our children, Never promise them 
anything- carelessly, and without 
stopping to consider whether we shall 
be able to perform it or not. 

How often we hear parents promise 
to chastise their children for some- 
thing they have or have not done; or, 
perhaps, they wish them to do sóme- 
thing, and they tell them if they will 
do thus and so, they will give them 
something. They say this thought- 
lessly, with no other intention than to 
bring the child to do the thing they . 
require, All unconsciously they are 
sowing seeds of falsehood, and de- 
stroying the confidence which is so 
beautiful when. maintained between 
parents and children. . 

Second, we should be just, We 
should never censure without a cause, 
and then, whilé picturing the result 
of evil doing, we should take pains to 
let them see the effect the opposito 
course would have, not only upon 
themselves but their parents. 

I think one great mistake parents 
make is in not teaching their children 
how inseparably connected. the inter- 
ests of each other,are. What affects 
one, whether it be “good or bad, in- 
variably reaches the other. 

We, as grown people, would refrain 
from doing anything that would hurt 
the feelings of our friends, if wo 
realized that such would be thé case. 
Don’t you, think children could be 
taught to do as much? I do.. 

' ‘A friend: once related a circum- 
stance of a little girl of not more than. 


five summers, who, when asked to do - : 


something she thought was not right, 
replied: “No, my mamma would - 
be so ashamed of me“were I to do 
that.” You see, young as she was, 
she felt her wrongdoing would affect 
her mother. Again, while we are not 
sparing of censure, may we be as gen- 
erous of praise whenever it is de- 
serving. ; 

I pity children who never know 
whether they please their parents or 
not, no mattur what they do or how 
hard they try. I know it is an old- 
fashioned saying that ‘‘praise to the. 
face is an open disgraee;" but I am 
glad it is old-fashioned," and the 
people of -to-day believe in progress 
and new fashions, 

And then, again, we should be firm. 
How, annoying it is to hear a child, 
rafter-its parent has refused to grant

If our children ynderstood that we ' 
did not hastily make up our minds, 
but what we said we meant, we would 
have no trouble along this line.

Tn these days jütiniem is & popular 
fad; but it isan extrbme, and is always 
inconsistent. -To mo, the old aphorism 
seems to be always true: ‘One extreme 
le just as bad as anotlier,” 

et us look, for a moment, at these 

two extremes, optimism and pessimism. 
The condensed expression. of optimism 
is in Pope’s phrase: ‘Whatever is, is 
right.” Rut for one thing I should hail. 
with delight-the privilege and power to 
adopt that maxim. We know there is 
much vice, oppression, want and misery 


in the world; and to say that these 


things are all right is to betray un utter 
want of svmpathy and love for the poor 
and needy in that hollow mockery which 
assures,them that it is all right. To me 
this seems like sheer heartlessnesa. 
And to me, the veritable optimist is no 
Vetter than the criminal whom he justi- 
fies by his unprincipled philosophy. 

The pessimist may be more especially 
an object for’ pity. With him every- 
‘thing is for the worst, everything is 
bad. His faith is an unknown quantity, 
and his hope is despair, "He is suspi- 
cious of everybody else, and despises 
himself; but he is candid in his ‘wretched 
philosophy and, while he is moré un- 

& Py, d therefore seems more en- 
‘titled to our sympathy and help, the op- 
timist, in his very heartlessness (bar- 
ring the adage of extremes), is the 
greater criminal. The two constitute 
the dangerous element in society; the 
optimist, with his complacent subtlety, 
and the pessimist with his gloom. 

Shall they be suppressed? Yes, if it 
can be dóne by lifting the one up, from 
his gulf of melancholy, and challenging 
the other to come down from his uhten- 
able tenuity and devote his energies 
hereafter to the interests of truth, vir- 
tue, goodness'and common sense. Ac- 
eording to thé principle that we do not 
know the worth of water till the well is 
dry, the utter skepticism and hopeless- 
ness of the pessimist are a pretty’ good 
demonstration of the truth, as well 
as the great value-6f genuine faith and 


ope. 
. What & wretehed world this would be 
if it were ‘entirely destitute of those 
principles, which are already well 
grounded in a scientific knowledge of 
human nature, Those who are perpetu- 
ally disclaiming and denouncing faith 
as an inherent principle of human na- 
ture, are perpetually advertising their 
own gross ignorance. We know that 
faith, without the guidance of reason, is 
absolutely blind; but’ is a beneficent 
prineiais when permitted to develope 
eneath the unerring light of true 
science. 7 ; 

The object of tleseremarks is to show 
the value of effort. The pessimist, with 

is fatnlism and glogm, and the optim- 
ist, with everything ‘always right and at 
its best, have no li ative no health in- 
centive to effort iù tiy direction. These 
lessons and warniigeon the right hand 
and on the left, by their lessons of oon- 
trast, imply a mahifest design to téach 
us that life is worth Tving: that there is 
much for us to doYn'this life; and that 
there is much for us to seek in the 
treasure-house of possibility that will. 
increase the scope and richness and 
beauty of life's aitieniiios here, and en- 
hancé beyond alH finite power to esti- 
mate the joy and prestige and glory of 
the life which is to come. 

.The.silent question is often asked: 

“Why should I care or make an effort 
for anything?”  The' answer is: Your 
own happiness requires that your life 
shall be one perpetual effort for the 
amelioration of the condition of those 
who are in the thraldom of error, ig- 
norauce and sórrow. “Honest effort is & 
tree which-will bring forth the glorious 
fruitage of growth and development in 
the highest ideals of intelligence, skill, 
love, honor and an approving con- 
science. ' ^" 
To those who can look upon these 
things from the-standpoint which ‘is 
focused upon life's pathway by the un- 
erring light of true science, this is a 
beautiful thought. Whether high or 
low your station; whether thin ‘or ‘ple- 
thoric your purse, all that is ré aired to 
make your eternal happiness the most 
full and' complete that yout’ soul canas- 
similate is: Now and always do the best 
that you can. These are suggestions. 
I have made too: many mistakes in the 
past to have the assurance.of entire im- 
munity now. ES
